‘Makes Itself’

research department at justly 
famed Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology had invented a “‘revo- 
lution’’ in electronics. 

The ‘revolution’ is a tiny de- 
vice called a ‘“‘cryoton.’’ They 
are so small a hundred of them 
will fit into a thimble. They are 
replacing tubes and transistors in 
electronical equipment. 

The news from MIT and the 
happy automobile executive mesh 
neatly and completely with an ar- 
ticle on automation in the auto- 
mobile industry by an obviously 
astute gentleman, James Stern, 
writing in the Antioch Review. 


Mr. Stern is with the United Au- 
tomobile Workers, and his job is 
automation. He has had engineer- 
ing training and holds a Ph.D. 
in economics from the University 
of California. He is typical of the 
new labor leaders who bring to 
their jobs college degrees and 
work experience. 


35-Hour Week 


Since automation is chiefly re- 
sponsible for serious talk about a 
35-hour work week in those indus- 
tries which experience the new 
technology, it seems desirable to 
know what labor thinks. 

Automation is defined, tech- 
nically, as: ‘“‘the substitution of 
mechanical, pneumatic, hydraulic, 
electrical and electronic devices 
for human organs of decision and 
effort.’’ 

Stern does not argue against 
the coming of automation. He 
sees it as a part of the continuing 
industrial revolution. 

In a sense, says Stern, the au- 
tomobile. today ‘‘makes itself.’’ 
A few examples will illustrate. 

Raw materials and finished 
products which, 10 years ago, 
were trucked into and out of an 
automobile plant, now are dis- 
patched “into, around, and out’’ 
by conveyor systems. Scrap 
steel, once manhandled out of the 
plants, now drops by ‘chutes from 
each machine into conveyors. 
One man, by pushing buttons and 
turning handles, regulates the 
many intake conveyors, the bal- 
ing machines which compress the 
scrap, and the conveyor which 
dumps them into gondola-type 
freight cars. 

The operator does not see this 
final operation with the naked 
eye. But he does see it on a tele- 
vision screen’ before him, which 
enables him ‘correctly to make. 
fittings and adjustments. 

In the engine-machining depart- 
ment, for example, there is not 
now a single man on the floor 
where the cylinder head is being 
machined. Formerly, there were 
hundreds of men a few feet apart, 
each tending a single-purpose ma- 
chine. 


Machines Today 


Today these machines have 
been linked together on a single 
base. It is a -550-foot giant made 
up of hundreds of tools, gauges 
and switches—all run by a single 
man at a control board. 

Engines have been spray-paint- 
ed for years. But long ago the 
inefficient man holding a “gun” 
was replaced by machines which 


At the test stands, oil lines, gas 
lines, and electrical connections 
spring out and automatically 
screw and clamp themselves into 
place. The engine turns over and 
runs for 20 minutes’ testing. It 
then automatically stops, the con- 
nections - disengage themselves, 
the oil automatically drains, and 
the engine moves out to the line 
to go into a car. 

Stern further notes that all com- 
panies with large payrolls and 
many plants are able to buy new

Dr. Don Tocher of the Univer- 
sity of California’s seismological 
aboratory in Berkeley said there 
was no reason to believe the Fri- 
day quake was a forerunner of a 
larger one to come. 

Father John S. Weber, S. J., 
of the University of Santa Clara 
agreed. He said he believed Fri- 
day’s quake acted as a safety 
valve on the fault and brought it 
back into uneasy balance,

Blizzard Strands 4,000 
In Five Western States 


AMARILLO, Tex., March 24 (P—A raging spring 
blizzard virtually paralyzed portions of Texas, New Mexi- 
co, Colorado, Oklahoma, Kansas and Nebraska tonight, 
leaving trains, buses, private cars and upwards of 4,000 


people stalled or stranded. 

The howling snowstorm, bore in 
places hurricane-force winds of 
up to 80 miles an hour, ‘4solated 
scores of cities and hamlets, left 
many of them without electric 
power or telephone service and 
posed a threat of diminishing 
food and medical supplies. 


ONE DEATH 


Despite the intensity of the bliz- 
zard only one death, a Texas 
motorist who missed a bridge in 
near zero visibility, had been at- 
tributed to its fury. 

In addition to suffering it im- 
posed on human life, the wind- 
driven snow with it drifts up to 
13 feet in dept, was sure to 
cause high livestock losses be- 
cause of inability to get feed to 
the animals on the ranges. 

It was difficult to pinpoint any 
accurate total of the number of 
persons stranded by the storm be- 
cause disrupted communications 
made it impossible to contact the 
scores of communities playing host 
to travelers caught in the storm’s 
grip. 

TRAINS STALLED 


In Tucumcari, N. M., for in- 
stance, 1,500 motorists and 400 
train passengers overflowed every 
conceivable type of shelter. And, 
in tiny Vega, 35 miles west of 
Amarillo, the town’s population of 
around 600 was more than doubled 
by stranded travellers who were 
still pouring in.

Under Switzerland's neutrality 
laws, however, espionage directed 
against a foreign nation is also a 
criminal offense. 

KEPT REVOLVER 

Like all able-bodied Swiss men, 
Dubois was a member of the na- 
tional militia and kept at his home 
the service revolver issued to him 
as a General Staff officer.

ROME, March 24 (#—The Euro- 
pean Common Market, dream of 
idealists for centuries, becomes 
reality tomorrow. 


The signatures of six statesmen 
on a little sheaf of papers will 


an era of unity unapproached 
since the days of Charlemagne’s 
empire more than 11 centuries 
ago. 

The documents the ministers 
will sign will bind together in 
economic union the 165 million 
persons of France, Italy, West 
Germany, Belgium, Holland and 
Luxembourg. Like Charlemagne’s 
empire, the new European market 
will not include Britain, but will 
act in friendly concert with it. 


The legislatures of the six na- 
tions still have to ratify the agree- 
ments, reached in Paris less than 
six weeks ago. But the ministers’ 
signatures are a pledge to honor 
the pacts as soon as they can be 
started working. 

The pacts, known as the “Euro- 
pean Common Market” and “‘eur- 
atom’’—European Atomic Pool — 
represent a revolutionary scheme 
to cut across national borders and 
blend the economies of the mem- 
ber nations into a giant producing 
and consuming empire that can 
compete in world trade as an 
equal of the giant states. 

Under the agreements, the six 
states will gradually liquidate all 
customs barriers among  them- 
selves and organize a single tariff 
schedule on imports from the rest 
of the world. 

Biggest drawback to the 
scheme, its members agree, is the 
absence of Britain. The London 
government, while wishing the 
plan well, felt unable to join be- 
cause of its obligations to give 
preferential treatment to its Com- 
monwealth partners. 

Euratom is a separate but paral- 
lel pact under which the nations 
agree to set up a supranational 
authority to pool their resources 
for the development and exploita- 
tion of the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

Getting the common market to 
tomorrow’s signature stage has 
taken 17 months of negotiations. It 
is expected to take another 12 to 
17 years to get it fully working. 

Besides the free movement of 
trade across the six nations, the 
treaties envisage the reshuffling of 
capital and manpower within the 
bloc to get a proper balance. The

In his message Ford said that, 
despite conflicting pressures, the 
competition between employes, 
owners and customers for what 
they regard as a fair share of 
the national income acted as a 
spur to the economy.

Sixty-seven candidates have quali- 
fied to contest the 43 municipal offices 
to be filled in Atlanta’s government in 
the primary of May. 

There were but two surprises as 22 
incumbents were left unopposed and 21 
found themselves with at least one Op- 
ponent. Neither State Sen. Charley 
Brown nor County Commissioner Jim 
Aldredge qualified against Mayor Wil- 
liam B. Hartsfield. His Honor will go 
down to the wire with but one man in 
the race with him, County Commissioner 
Archie Lindsey. 

Jim Aldredge, who was considered 
the most formidable candidate who 
could have entered against the mayor, 
chose to stay out because he felt that two 
county commissioners in the race were too 
many. The public will applaud him for his 
decision. 

Sen. Brown, defeated twice by Mayor 
Hartsfield in former campaigns, has but 
recently been elected state senator. He 
will devote his time, he said, to those 
duties with special emphasis on removing 
the inequities in the state laws which 
mitigate against Fulton County and At- 
lanta. The people generally will applaud 
this promise. Reform is long overdue. 

Second surprise was the belated entry 
of Pete Latimer, incumbent,.school board 
member, as a candidate in the bracket 
filled by veteran school board chairman, 
Devereaux McClatchey. This was unex- 
pected as Mr. Latimer previously had 
said privately he had determined not to 
be a candidate for re-election. 

T. M. Alexander, successful and 
respected Negro real estate dealer, quali- 
fied as a candidate for the place vacated 
by the retirement of veteran alderman 
John Marler. As matters now stand this 
will be a three-man race. Candidate 
Alexander is the fourth Negro to qualify 
for an Atlanta municipal office. Two 
previous qualifiers for alderman with- 
drew. School board member Dr. Rufus 
Clement was elected four years ago, 
carrying most of the white wards, which 
seemed to think that Atlanta’s large Negro 
population merited a Negro board mem- 
ber. 

Seven of the aldermen do not have 
opposition, nine do. Lee Evans was un- 
opposed as chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

There is now time for the people 
of the city to familiarize themselves with 
the candidates, their backgrounds and 
their qualifications. Government is big 
business 

We should elect those men and wom- 
en best qualified to manage money and 
carry out the affairs of government in 
an orderly, business-like fashion. This 
requires, too, a knowledge of politics. 
A rigid business administration is not 
enough. There must be a knowledge of 
people and their needs. 

Study, inquire about and become fa- 
miliar with our needs and our candidates. 

And meanwhile, let’s all join to pass 
the bond issue, which comes ahead of 
the primary. No matter who wins, the 
city must have this revenue to proceed.

Violence Is Making Us 


Vulnerable to Critics! 


A bullet, apparently fired from a 
high-powered rifle, Friday night went 
through the bedroom of a 21-year-old 
University of Georgia student, narrowly 
missing her. It penetrated the wall of 
another bedroom where small children 
were sleeping, but was too far spent to 
do any damage there. 

This happened at Koinonia Farms, 
near Americus. It is but another chapter 
in lawlessness connected with opposition 
to the farms. 

The whole point here, which the 
state and local officials must consider, 
is whether or not Georgia will really try 
to enforce its laws. 

A great many people in the area, 
undoubtedly a vast majority, disapprove 
of the farms, which are by all reports a 
serious and apparently sincere religious 
project, because both white and colored 
people live and work on the land. This 
opposition is understandable, especially in 
the light of present emotions. 

According to the information avail- 
able, the farms existed for years with 
no opposition. If there was then no ap- 
proval, there still was no violence. The 
farms banked in Americus. They pur- 
chased goods from the local stores and 
were economically unobjectionable. It 
was not until the emotions aroused by 
the Supreme Court decision on schools 
brought about a revival of Ku Kluxism 
that violence began and the farms were 
~~boycotted. 

It is on the subject of this continued 
violence, and not on the pro or con of 
the farms themselves, that we feel there 
must be strong comment. Georgia is to 
appear before the nation as either a 
state of law or one of lawlessness. The 
repeated violence at the farms has made 
of them a national issue, a fact of which 
' most Georgians may not be aware. 
Whether the white and colored farm- 


ers succeed economically is for the future 
and for another decision. 


But Georgia cannot afford to allow 
such criminal attacks to continue, en- 
dangering the lives of innocent women 
and children, without being condemned 
for lawlessness and also making us 
vulnerable to all the more false and un- 
reasonable attacks by our most extreme 
critics.

For some years now, readers of The 
Atlanta Constitution’s editorial pages and 
column comment have become familiar 
with our discussion of the fact this nation 
is becoming more and more an urban 
one.

It will not 
remove itself. 

Yet our Legislature still proceeds 
along the same old lines. The governor 
refuses to seek federal aid for school 
buildings, which are nothing but brick 
and stone and cement, while avidly 
seeking federal aid for hospitals, which 
are of the same material. The reason— 
rural politics. 

Nor’ is all this shift of population 
from the farms to the county seats. They, 
too, are gaining. But it is the larger 
centers of this nation, with the big in- 
dustrial developments providing jobs, 
which attract. And much of the popula- 
tion is restless, moving from place to 
place in search of greener pastures.

That America Always Has a New Frontier’ 


Atlanta—The Bureau of the Cen- 

sus reports the South has been 
losing an average of more than 
a million of its residents a year to 
other regions of the United States. 
On the other hand, it has been 
picking up migrants from other 
sections and shows a total popu- 
lation gain of several million per- 
sons. 
The gain is due to the high birth 
rate because 280,000 more have 
been leaving the section annu- 
ally than have been coming in. 


The figures illustrate the con- 
stant shifting of the American 
population, not only between states 
and regions but within states as 
well. 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion reports that 94 Georgia coun- 
ties lost population last year— 
enough in fact to affect their al- 
lotment of teachers. 

Where did these people go? The 
soil bank and other programs con- 
tinue to displace farm labor and 
the state’s industrial movement 
has accelerated the migration to 
the cities. Georgia is becoming an 
urban state and its entire pattern 
of government and living is in a 
state of transition. 

It is fortunate that people in 
this country still can seek oppor- 
tunity elsewhere when they no 
longer exist at home. There is 
always a new frontier beckoning 
over the hill.

I haven’t asked him yet but 
I am tempted. I do like the opportunities of a big | F: 
city, the multitudes of people and the challenges of a great church on 
a busy avenue, but I like the life in a small town, too. I am just back 
from a week in Tallassee, Ala., and it was a delightful experience, 


If you want to go to town you 
are close enough to walk, traffic 
and parking are not problems 
there. Everybody knows every- 
body else and that makes life 
more pleasant. People aren’t as 
lonely in a small town as in a big 
city. 

In Tallassee I met lovely and 
cultured people. I enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of the delightful home of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. S. Noble. For 
breakfast we had baked eggs. I’ve 
eaten eggs fried, poached, scram- 
bled, raw and in other ways, but 
never baked. They were delicious 
along with a generous supply of 
tasty country sausage and a big 
helping of grits. 

I was invited out for dinner twice 
each day, both at noon and at 
night. Then each night after 
church we would be invited to some 
home for “refreshments.’’ It does 
seem I would get fat but all that 
eating doesn’t bother me. The only 
thing about it that bothers me is 
getting satisfied again to eat at 
home. Those meals the people fix 
for the visiting preacher! 

During the five days I spoke 12 
times. Each night I preached an 
hour and would not have blamed 
the people for not coming but they 
overflowed the church and were 
most responsive. Some ask if it

is not tiring to speak so much but 
the fact is I enjoy my own preach- 
ing whether anyone else does or 
not. I enjoy it so much I would 
preach for nothing—however, I 
don’t tell my stewards that. 


In Tallassee the men have a 
domino club.

The game 
begins just after breakfast and 
usually lasts until bedtime, with 
various members coming and go- 
ing.

Wilson Resignation 
Expected in June 


WASHINGTON—The first break in the hold- 
over Eisenhower Cabinet is now. definitely in the 
making. Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson : 
will resign in June—short of war or something nearly equivalent to it. 


He already has so informed the White House, which has begun explor- 


ing potential successors. 

The leading candidate is Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Donald A. 
Quarles, a tough-minded specialist 
in the field of scientific weapons. 

Actually the departure of Secre- 
tary Wilson—which can be put 
down as voluntary—will bring three 
vacancies in its train. His criti- 
cal post will have to be filled and, 
with Wilson’s retirement, Reuben 
B. Robertson Jr. will also resign 
as deputy secretary of defense to 
return to private business in Cin- 
cinnati. If Quarles is promoted, as 
is probable, there will have to be a 
new secretary of the Air Force. 
Thus far nothing but ‘the Quarles 
appointment has been tentatively 
decided. 

President Eisenhower isn’t toying 
with the idea of asking for any 
resignations, but the present year 
quite conceivably will see further 
changes in the second-term Cabi- 
net. 

Ezra Taft Benson is far from 
wedded to his job as secretary of 
agriculture. 

Secretary of State Dulles, whose 
closely cemented, trusted rela- 
tionship with the President remains 
unimpaired, does not want to bear 
the burdens of his stressful office 
a great deal longer. Eisenhower 
will not permit his resignation 
because of pressure either from 
Capitol Hill or from abroad, but 
his leaving the Cabinet probably

net has established quite a record 
for its durability—and its har- 
mony. There has been only one 
blow-up and this came as a result 
of the noble but implausible experi- 
ment of appointing a leading advo- 
cate of the Democratic opposition, 
the late Martin Durkin, as secre- 
tary of labor in a peacetime Cab- 
inet. 

During the past five years there 
have been two other changes, not 
over policy matters.

It is noteworthy, I think, that 
the probable elevation of Secretary, 
of Air Quarles to secretary of de- 
fense will give added influence to

Secretary Wilson will remain un-, 
til June, by which time, he hopes, 
the 1957-58 military budget will 
have been approved by Congress.

Will the Tigers Scratch? 


LAKELAND, March 24 — Before pitching their 
training tent in Florida, the Detroit Tigers were 
nominated by rival managers as the team likely to show 
the most improvement in the American League. 

They have new owners, a new manager in Jack Tighe, but vir- 


tually the same team which closed strong last season to finish | 


fifth, 15 lengths behind the Yankees. 

In recent Grapefruit outings, how- 
ever, the Tigers dropped six straight 
and gave no indication that they have 
the hosses to close the gap on the 
perennial A. L. champs. 

Tighe, sitting by the dugout with 
coaches Billy Hitchcock and Willis 
Hudlin before an exhibition scuffle with 
Washington the other afternoon, was 
discussing the forthcoming A. L. handi- 
cap. 

Yeah, they’ve put us on the spot,” 
said the man who has made the grade 
as a manager in the majors, which he 
failed to crash as a player. ‘I'll say 
right now that we are definitely a first 
F division club, but I don’t know about 
beating the Yankees.’’ 

‘“‘We could do it,’’ said Hitchcock,” 
for they can’t win forever. At least you 
don’t think they can, but sometimes 


they make you wonder.” 
“Our club has looked just about like I expected it would 
down here,” Tighe said. “I’ve been a little disappointed in some 
of our games, but we’ve been doing lots of experimenting.” 


From watching the Tigers for one afternoon, it’s obvious that 
Tighe has accomplished one of the things, for which he was hired. 

The Tigers seem to have more fire and desire than they dis- 
played under kindly Bucky Harris. Tighe is supposed to be a man 
who gets the most out of his men. That’s one of the major reasons 
he was elevated from a coaching berth to the managerial chair.

Egypt’s stand, according to a 
high ranking Egyptian source, is 
that Egypt cannot agree to the 
continued presence of the UNEF 
unless Israe] accepts UNEF 
troops on her side of the frontier 
and unless Israel agrees to com- 
ply fully with the armistice agree- 
ment. 

Israel has said she will not set 
the clock back to last October, 
and has declared she would not 
accept UNEF troops on her soil. 

Hammarskjold has been trying 
for more than a year to attain 
peace through a series of agree- 
ments, the first goal being tran- 
quilization of the frontier. 

Israeli is said to fear that strict 
interpretation of the 1949 Palestine 
armistice agreement would grave- 
ly weaken her military position. 
She would have to withdraw en- 
tirely from the demilitarized zone 
of El Auja and pull armored units 
out of most of the Negev. 

An Israeli refusal to accommo- 
date the UNEF would probably 
bring to a standstill Hammar- 
skjold’s efforts to attain the next 
step toward peace—getting Egypt 
to issue a statement of non-bel- 
ligerency. So long as Egypt can 
say she is technically at war with 
Israel, she can legally ban Israeli 
shipping from the Suez Canal and 
probably from the Gulf of Aqaba.

When Atlantans decided they wanted art, they 
set out to get and develop it. 
Not all Atlantans, of course, care about the 
affairs of art, but many people of varied back- 
grounds turn to artistic expression—or at least, 


(Seeond in a series on art activities in At- 
lanta. Tuesday: What the Atlanta Art Assn. 
offers to Atlantans.) 
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activities concerned with art—to give vent to 


their creative feelings. Their ways are lively, 
energetic and imaginative, and, sometimes, a 
little driven. 

Atlantans continue to contribute to the activi- 
ties of the Atlanta Art Assn. in three -basic ways 
—time, money and presence. The three are inter- 
dependent. The presence of people justifies the 
time and money spent, and the time and money— 
partially, at least—are used to draw in more 


people. 
ALL KINDS OF PEOPLE 


Dr. Reginald K. Poland, director of museums 
of the association, says that all kinds of people 
come into the galleries. Even the people who 
come in just to get warm or dry, he claims, get 
exposure to good art thrown into the bargain. 

However important the general public may 
be, the actual work and support of the associa- 
tion are carried on by a much smaller group of 
people. If not wealthy, they at least are drawn 
from a group whose income affords them the 
leisure to work for the association. 

The association has been functioning for 52 
years. Mrs. Granger Hansell now is president. 


But Atlantans really sat up and took notice of 
art expression in the city when the New Gal- 
leries of the association opened in the autumn 
of 1955. It took some doing to raise the $650,000 
for the modern building, but the project had im- 
petus from at least three sources. First, of 
course, came the leaders of the organization 
who wanted Atlanta art facilities to keep pace 
with the growing, bustling city. 


SET PROJECT IN MOTION 


But two commitments with strings helped set 
the building project in motion, too. The late 
Thomas K. Glenn left funds to build a new Mem- 
ory Lane, the gallery his wife had built in the 
old High Museum of Art. If the project were 
not completed by 1956, the money would revert 
to his estate. And the Kress Foundation was pre- 
pared to house an art collection in Atlanta as 
soon as the association produced adequate 
facilities. 

At that time Ivan Allen Sr. was chairman of 
the board. His members got busy. Commented 
Walter C. Hill, who took an important part in 
the fund-raising, ‘‘It was surprising how agree- 
able it was, Less than 20 people really were 
active in it, and we didn’t even have to cam- 
paign.’’ The late Henry B. Scott left money to 
build a gallery, and other estates contributed, 
too. Mr. Hill estimated that $450,000 came from 
business and private donations, and $350,000 from 
accumulated bequests. 


As soon as the businessmen got the money 
rajsed, the building built, and the staff humming 
along, the women took over. Organized in 1955 
and now numbering 175 members, the Women’s

Besides stagifig the Golden Gala opening of 


the new galleries (also held to celebrate the 
association’s 50th anniversary), the committee’s 
most dramatic contribution has bought an ex- 
cellent show of ‘‘Great Spanish Paintings’’ to the 
museum this month. Last year the women put 
on a Flea Market and Art Auction that raised 
$16,000. 


VOLUNTEER WORK 


But the real work of the committee is done in 
small pieces. Explained Mrs. Clifford Ragsdale, 
its president; ‘‘All of our work is volunteer. Our 
members take care of the work that the associa- 
tion’s small, paid staff cannot handle.”’ 

The large women’s group is divided into 
smaller committees, one of which promotes 
membership. From membership fees (an entire 
family may join for as little as $10 a year) come 
operating expenses. Mrs. Ragsdale maintains 
that the association, which now has 1,700 mem- 
bers, needs as many as 4,000. 

.The Docents (meaning teachers) Committee 
takes charge of art education. Trained personnel 
sponsor a series of lectures for groups and take 
visitors on guided tours. Other members act as 
hostesses, staff aides for office work and take 
care ot special projects like the “picture of the 
month.”’ 

The Women’s Committee plans to sponsor one 
big fund-raising project each year. The program

committee schedules events that bring in some 
income. 

The Junior League works closely with the 
Women’s Committee. It contributed $20,000 to 
start and continue the job of furnishing the airy, 
gracious Members Room in an elegant motif. 
Its members also volunteer their services for 
committee work. 


GARDEN CLUBS PARTICIPATE 

Garden clubs in Atlanta not only keep the 
interior touched with flowers and greenery, but 
have brought in landscapers to develop the 
grounds. 

Even the politicians get into the act, for Mr. 
Hill calls the public, non-profit association a 
politician’s dream. This year the lawmakers 
doubled the city and county tax contribution to 
$10,000 each for the museum and the institute. 

There are three living and nine deceased 
founder members who have contributed $5,000 or 
more. Eleven living and 14 deceased patrons, 


who have given $1,000 or more, are listed on 
the membership rolls. Forty-five clubs and busi- 
ness organizations have contributed between 
$99-$999 to become corporate members. 


What help Atlanta artists have brought to the 
association is not measurable. But the alumni of 
the Atlanta Art Institute have progressed from a 
loosely-knit group to a vigorous force that works 
hard for the school. The Browse, Borrow and 
Buy gallery in the High Museum is their project 
and possibly their dream of recognition.

tion of the time 10 years ago when the little group of white frame 
buildings on an old battlefield west of Atlanta stopped being a 
tuberculosis hospital and became a refuge for the aged. 

Sunday’s celebration was a happy affair. Five hundred invita- 
tions had been sent out by the Battle Hill Haven Auxiliary. The 
rooms and corridors were bright with flowers. The women patients 
who were able to sit up or walk about wore gay little corsages 
contrived in the occupational therapy classes. 

Visitors were asked to drop by the patients’ dining room and 
admire a handcraft exhibit (also a product of the therapy classes) 
and look in the room where a physio-therapist and some patients 
stood ready to explain the Rube Goldberg-looking devices used to 
strengthen weak or long-unused arms and legs. 


If you didn’t look too closely at some things it was an al- 
together happy affair. 


And yet the smartly painted, flower-decked old buildings 
and—worse yet—the 240 ill, aged and in some cases altogether 
helpless, persons who live in them, are poised perilously on the 
edge of tragedy. 


Battle Hill Haven is a firetrap. 

It’s a shocking fact the people who run the place and the 
families of the patients have had to live with so long it has almost 
stopped shocking them. 

‘“‘We have taken every precaution we can think of or have 


heard about,”’ said Mrs. Mary Gill Smith, the superintendent. 
‘“‘We have ample exits, a fire alarm system and two people on 
duty in every ward all night, in addition to the night watchman. 
And still we know that these buildings are not safe.’’ 


A few years ago the situation was even worse. The buildings 
had been condemned by the fire marshal. Some improvements 
have been made but, as Mrs. Smith said, ‘‘the fire department 
still isn’t happy about it.” 


The answer is, of course, a new building. 

The bond issue on which we will be asked to vote April 17, 
has provision in it for a million dollars to build a new nursing 
home for the aged. If it passes there’s hope of a modern, fire- 
proof structure which will house the present 240 patients and 
absorb the waiting list of 65 new ones, some of whom desperately 
need a place to go. 


Visitors at the 10th anniversary open house may have noticed 
that some of the wards hold as many as 22 beds. Plans for the 
new building provide for a cottage-type institution in which there 
would never be more than four persons to a room and all rooms 
would be immediately accessible to the out-of-doors in case of fire. 


There have been many improvements at Battle Hill in the last 
10 years. Physio-therapy, started two years ago, has helped 12 
to 15 hitherto helpless patients to get about. Occupational therapy, 
sponsored by the recreation departments of Hapeville, College 
Park and East Point, has brought a fresh spurt of energy and a 
gleam to the eyes of many elderly people who had nothing to do 
but stare at the walls and hold their hands. 

But as I looked at the things they have made—the pretty little 
aprons, the pot holders, quilts and rag dolils—I felt a lump settling 
in my throat. The care, the tiny stitches put into these bits of 
handwork somehow represent hope to me and the serenity of a 
secure old age. 

Can we dare fail them on April 17?

give a gifted child a broader definition, because many 
bright youngsters with emotional problems or unrec- 
nized creativity have been overlooked, 

Dr. Paul Witty, director of the Psycho- Educational 
Clinic at Northwestern, is one of the educators who 


developed this broader classification. 


He prefers to 


talk about the potentially gifted child—one whose “per- 
formance in some line of productive human actvity stays

at a high level.” 

In two places, says this 
gentle, pleasant psychologist, 
can the gifted child be encour- 
aged to develop his potentiali- 
ties. Both the home and the 
school should be able to offer 
the stimulus that gets the child 
interested in learning and de- 
veloping. He recommends ex- 
ploratory trips, home work- 
shops, discussions, books, rec- 
reation .. . a lively sort of day. 
EARLY RECOGNITION 

The key seems to rest in rec- 
ognizing early the qualities of 
the gifted child. The quiet- 


voiced Dr. Witty believes there 


is an ideal solution for such a 
child in the ordinary classroom. 
It revolves around developing 
teachers who are able to keep 
the bright children interested 
while taking care of the normal 
classroom activities. A variety 
of materials also must be pro- 
vided. 


‘*But,’’ the educator shook his 
head, ‘“‘our large classes give 
the teacher little chance to at- 
tend to individuals. Personnel 
and lack of money also hold 
back this development.”’ 

Some cities, he explained, 
have tried to provide for gifted 
children in the educational sys- 
tem. Separate classes are main- 
tained, special classes are 
taught for part of the school 
day, or the children simply are 
accelerated. 


SOCIAL, TOO 

These methods, the charming 
psychologist feels, fall short of 
the ideal because the social 
environment must be consid- 
ered. Some children have 
trouble with emotional develop- 
ment when they are put into an 
older age group. 

Nevertheless, maintains Dr. 
Witty, bright children usually 
rank above average in social 
and physical adjustment. He 
has made scientific studies in 
his own clinic, and other re- 
searchers have corroborated 
his results. Gifted children 
show a slightly lower percent- 
age of emotional disturbance 
than average youngsters. 
Sometimes, if their abilities are 
exploited, they develop emo- 
tional problems. 


PEOPLE INFLUENCE 

Dr. Witty described experi- 
ments that have been tried in 
developing children along cer- 
tain lines of productivity. Some 
children naturally lean toward 
creative writing; others prefer 
science,
